In a report to the
War Department General MacArthur de-
clared that the commissary service had
been systematically robbed by a conspiracy
among officers and civillans.

ice appointments, claiming discrimination
in favor of Americans. General MacAr-
thur ordered the release of 1.wx Filipino
prisoners i honor of the surrender of Gen-
Cuban

King Edward VII had a narrow escape
from death while cruising on the wyacht
Shamrock II, built by Sir Thomas Lipton
for competition for the America’s cup;
Shamrock was dismasted In a squall and
rendered such a wreck that her owner
asked the New York Yacht Club for an
extension of time, which was granted. It
was stated in the house of commons on
behalf of the government that Great DBrit-
aln opposed a joint guarantee of the Chi-
nege indemnity loan; the American efforts
to secure a reduction of the indemnity
failed. A resolution of sympathy for the
Boers was defeated in the Belgian chamber
of deputies. The Russian loan of $84,000, -
Oy was largely over-subscribed In Paris.
Czar Nicholas promised to reorganize the
imperial council. The Turkish government
announced its willingness to apologize to
the powers for its interference with the
consular postal arrangements. The liher-
als won a sweeping victory In the Spanish
elections. An antl-German agitation was
Inaugurated in Posen and assumed serious
proportions. Mr. Andrew Carncgle gave
$10,000,000 to furnish free university edu-
ciation to Scotch students. Census figures
showed Ireland’s population to be 4,406,544
and Scotland's 4,471,4957. The volcano of
Keloet, Java, became active and caused
many deaths among the natives. Gaetano
Bresel, the assassin of King Humbert,
killed himself in prison. Marthinus Wes-
sels Pretorius, first president of the Trans-
vaal republie, died at Potchefstroom.

A meeting was held by the committee in
charge of the District’s representation at
the Buffalo exposltlon, and arrangements
were forwarded for an appropriate showing
on District day, Beptember 3. The inau-
gural committee elosed Its affairs, turning

its surplus over to the permanent charlty
fund and urging upon the Commissioners
the appointment of a representative com-
mittee charged with the duty of securing a
change In the Inauguration date.

Mrs. Ida Bonine acknowledged to the
police that she was present in the room
with James Seyvmour Ayres at the Ken-
more Hotel when he was killed, claiming
that he was shot durlng a struggle pre-
cipitated by his proposals to her; she was
held for the grand jury and committed to
Jail; further police Investigations were
pressed, without material results being an-
nounced, The President commuted to im-
prisonment for life the sentence passed
upon Boyvd Wallace, convicted of the mur-
der of Robert Stafford. There was a brief
local reflection of the machinists' strike,
the workers quickly securing thelr terms.

REGARDING AN ALLEY.

Legality of MProceedings in the Open=
ing of the Thoroughfare,
Thomas Bryan Huyck ol 1505 Pennsylva-
nia avenue recently wrote te the District
Commissioners concerning the legality of
the proceedings in the opening of a new
alley through square 833, between G and H
and Hth and Oth streets nortoeast. The
alley was previously in two blind parts, but
about 1806 was siraightened and opened
through by order of the Commissioners.
Mr. Huyvck sayvs he has examined the pa-
pers and is of opin’sn that the opening of
the alley was entirely regular and in ac-
cordance with law. However, it is con-
tended, he savs, by other parties that the
proceedings in the opening of the alley

were not reguiar.

The matter was referred to Mr. H. B.
Looker, the District surveyor, and upon his
report it has now been forwarded to the
attorney for the Distriet for an opinion. In
his report Burveyor Looker sald:

**The proceedings in this case appear per-
fectly regular, except that no one signed
as representing lots 18, 19, 20 and 21, ask-
ing for the closure of old alley in the rear
of said lots. AMr. J. V. N. Huyck. as agent,
made the subdivision creating the lots, but
his name appears nowhere on the petition.
The papers do not show under what law
the action was taken. [ suggest the refer-
ence ol this matter to the attorney for the
District for opinion as to the legality of the
proceedings,

“The assessor's office plat book shows lota
18 to 21 inclusive as extending out to the
west hine of the new alley, thus including
in each a part of the old alley closed. This
{8 certainly not regular, according to pres-
ent methods, under which a new subdivi-
sion would be necessary to take in the al-
ley closed and new lot numbers would be
assigned to the enlarged lots. As now
shown on said plat book, these lots, though
radically changed in dimensions and area,
cannot be distinguished from the original
lots so far as a record reference is con-
cerned.

“The numerical book of the assessor's of-
fice shows that the parcels taken in by the
plat book are not assessed against any one,
though surely they are not public property
if the proceedings of closing be valid. I
would suggest the creatlon of a new rec-
ord of these lots to bring records and facts
into accord, as soon as the legal gquestion
is determined."

By the closing of the old blind alley and
the opening of the new alley a strip of
ground about fifteen feet wide is taken in
by the lots in guestion.
